Preliminary work of mapping the 
country is in progress and will not 
be completed until the bureau has 
an accurate physical description of 
the entire country, with a check 
on all village, town and ward bound- 
aries. All hospitals, insane asylums 
and prisons will be located. 


Count to Take 15 Days. 

Census bureau officials estimate 
the average time for completion of 
city tabulations at 15 days, and for 
rural areas, 30 days. Unfavorable 
weather conditions would naturally 
call for an extension. 

Supervisory districts will be shuf- 
fled to embrace approximately 235 
enumerators’ districts each. 

An almost universal rate of four 
cents per name will be paid enu- 
merators, both city and rural, but 
the rate will be boosted in some ex- 
ceptional cases as in mountainous 
country or other territory with ad- 
verse physical factors. 

After tabulation is completed, all 
identities will be obliterated in the 
long rows of figures. The bureau 
repeatedly stressed that no federal 
or state agency can use the census 
for investigation, taxation or regu- 
lation. This stringent restriction 
applies especially to the federal bu- 
reau of investigation, the internal 
revenue division and the courts.

Settlers resorted to digging shal- 
low wells, but this practice proved 
unsatisfactory, for the water was 
tepid and alkaline. 

In 1913 an Australian visitor uti- 
lized roofs of houses to obtain badly 
needed water. Using corrugated

ORONO, MAINE.—Miss Eunice

On Nebraska Ranch 


ALLIANCE, NEB.—Diatoma- 
eeous earth, soil used for pottery,

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The wrecks of ships lie scattered 


over the bottom of the shallowest

Valuable cargoes have gone down 
on the ships that travel the inland 
seas. 

One of the better-known lake 
tragedies was that of the ship Erie, 
commanded by Capt. T. J. Titus. 

Sailing from Buffalo for Chicago 
on the afternoon of August 9, 1841, 
an explosion rocked her decks as 
she was about 33 miles out. 


Panic Followed Fire. 


Flames spread throughout the rig- 
ging on the old sailing ship. There 
was a panic and most aboard were 
drowned or burned to death. Scores 
of immigrants aboard died, and 
their life savings—amounting to ap- 
proximately $18,000—sank with the 
charred ship in 70 feet of water. 

No one thought of the fortune until 
1855, when an enterprising group 
from Buffalo found the hull of the 
ship, towed it to shallow water and 
recovered the wealth. which was 
mostly in foreign coins. Not all of 
the treasures have been recovered. 

The bulk of the Dean Richmond 
still lies between Dunkirk, N. Y., 
and Erie, Pa. All hands were lost 
when the Richmond sank, and $50,- 
000 worth of pig zine lies in her 
water-logged hold. 

The Young Sion sank during the 
last century with a valuable cargo 
of railroad iron, near Walnut creek. 

Off Point Pelee, Ont., lies the Kent 
with a money cargo, and somewhere 
between Cleveland and Detroit the 
Clarion is sunk with a cargo of loco- 
motives. 

Finders of the steamer Atlantic, 
which went down off Long Point in 
Lake Erie with a loss of 300 lives, 
were made richer by $30,000. 

Much Whisky Lost. 

Not a little of the valuable cargo 
on the rocky bottom of treacherous 
Lake Erie is whisky, some lost in 
wrecks but much thrown overbeard 
from rumrunning smugglers’ boats. 

During the days of prohibition the 
bootleggers—many of them boys in 
their ’teens out for adventure and 
profit—plied the lake with their bot- 
tled cargoes. 

One of the most popular routes 
was by way of the Lake Erie islands 
—past Put-In-Bay, where Admiral 
Perry harbored his fieet before his 
famous encounter with the British. 

In the shallows near the islands 
the rumrunners hastily dumped 
their liquor whenever the vigilant 
coast guard appeared. Many cases

bottoms. 

Edward A. Nagel, a young Toledo 
yachtsman, last summer anchored 
his catboat off one of the islands, 
descended in an open-bottom diving 
helmet, and recovered many cases 
of liquor.

First Plant in Wisconsin. 

“The first hydroelectric central 
plant in the United States was set 
up in a small frame building less 
than 20 feet square at Appleton, 
Wis., in 1822. There now are 2,869 
electric water-power plants in the 
United States, counting only those 
of 100 horsepower and over. 

“The turbine, successor to the an- 
cient water wheel, had been in proc- 
ess of development more than 50 
years—starting in Europe—when 
the Appleton plant was established. 
Improvements in turbine design 
have continued until today one tur- 
bine develops 1,000 times the power 
of the giant water wheel on the Isle 
of Man, or 150,000 horsepower. 

“Before the close of the past cen- 
tury, the era of hydroelectric power 
had begun. A plant had been erect- 
ed at Oregon City in 1889, and three 
years later another at Ames, Colo.; 
a piant in California delivered pow- 
er to Pomona and San Bernardino 
the same year. In 1893 a central 
plant was built at the mouth of Hill 
Creek canyon in southern Califor- 
nia, and another at Hartford, Conn. 

“Some measure of the vastness 
of the hydroelectric industry today 
is indicated by the 38 power dams 
in the United States 200 feet high 
and over, ranging upwards to Boul- 
der dam, 727 feet high, on the Colo- 
rado river between Arizona and Ne- 
vada. Here the power house is two 
city blocks long and as high as a 
20-story building. It turns factory 
wheels 250 miles away and lights 
the streets of Los Angeles.

“These hydroelectric plants are 
gigantic engineering accomplish- 
ments. The Grand Coulee dam in 
Washington, now second in height, 
is 4,300 feet long. It is of concrete 
and is the most massive man-made 
structure in the world, having three 
times the volume of the largest 
Egyptian pyramid.
